RIGA, Oct. 13.—A preliminary | 
peace treaty and armistice was 
signed by the Polish and Russian | 
Soviet peace delegates here at 7:10) 
o’clock last night. 

The armistice actually becomes ef- 
fective at midnight Oct. 18. An- 
nouncement that peace was to be 
signed brought crowds to the square 
strrounding the Black Head House.

M. Joffe, head of the Soviet dele- 
gation, described the péace as “a. 
peace without victory and without | 
vanquished,” in an address before. 
the signature of the treaty. 
describes the Riga agreement accu- | 
rately as it appeared to onlookers. It : 
was a peace of give and take, which 
many here fear will not be very pop- 
ular either with the Bolsheviki or 
the Poles. But it was undoubtedly a 
triumph for the two chairmen who 
had made it. 

The Riga armistice will put the 
Boisheviki at peace with all their 
Baltic neighbors, within 144 hours 

a midnight last-night, and leave 
the Wrangel movement as the only 
great military operation against the 
Soviet. 


M. Joffe called attention to the 
many difficulties encountered tn ar- 
the armistice and also to the 
harmonious manner in which the 
delegations carried out the negotia- 
tions. He also expressed the belief 
that the foundation had been laid 
for a permanent peace. 

After M. Joffe had read the Rus- 
sian text, M, Dombsk!i read the 
Polish text, and M. Manullski fol- 
lowed in Ukrainian. 

When M. Manuilski began read- 
ing a smile passed around the hat! 
as virtually all the delay had been 
aacribed to the preparation of the 
Ukrainian text, and there had been 
much joking as to whether there

If what it sea*s is a change 
from a state of war, suspended 
by armistice and capable of re- 
sumption by elther party at will, 
to a state of permanent peace, 
then it can only be effective by 
expressed consent of Germany. 
If the clauses of the resolution 
as to saving American privileges 
under the treaty of Versailles 
are, as their form Indicates, not 
a condition, but a mere caveat 
against constcuing this declara- 
tion of peace to mean a waiver 
of those privileges, then the res- 
olution,is a mere recognition of 
an assumed existing peace. A 
separate treaty with Germany 
becomes indispensable to seaur- 
ing those privileges and the re- 
sumption of relations of amity 
and commerce. Now, we know
